Hay Making. 
Professor Pallas dAscribes a little ani­ 
mal called the rat hare, which inhabits 
tho moist and gloomy forests of the 
Altaic mountains of Siberia. 
This ani­ 
mal is sometimes solitary, at othors 
numbers eongregate in a common dwel­ 
ling. About the middle of August thoy 
begin the collection of their wintor 
Btoiea of food. 
With this purpose thoy 
bring together and spread out on some 
sunny rock near their chosen habitation 
several varieties of nutritious grassos. 
These are cured in the sun, ana, in tho 
month of Septembor, the hay thus mado 
is put into ono or more stacks undor 
somo sheltering rock. 
These stacks 
are often oightfeot in diameter and six 
feet in height. 
A subterranean galleiy 
is then constructed leading from thoir 
burrow to the centre of tho haystack. 
Thus, however deep the winter’s snow, 
they have an uninterrupted and covered 
path-way to their store of food. 
Pallas 
found on pationtand careful examination 
of the hay that it consisted of the choi­ 
cest aromatic herbs cut \chen most vigorous, 
free from flowers or ears o f seed, or hard 
woody stems, and dried so slowly as to form 
a green and succulent food. Can’t our 
farmers learn from these Siberian hay 
makers?

Trees in the Street 
Few porsons sufficiently consider tho 
great sanitary value of trees in tho 
streets. Their use is not for shade 
alone, and no greater error can be com­ 
mitted than to regard parks as mere 
play and shade grounds. They purify 
the wholo atmosphere by the chemical 
action constantly'going on with their 
leaves, and a well planted park will 
cleanse half a doren adjacent squares 
as effectually asa street filled with de­ 
caying matter will poison its own vicin­ 
ity. 
Tho theory of tho purifying effects of 
the leaves of trees is old, yet important 
I enough to bear restatement at least once 
| a year. 
Tho leaf absorbs the carbon 
and recombines tbe ammonia of half 
purifying gases, and at the same time 
gives out oxygen, in which the local at­ 
mosphere is deficient. A vigorous tree 
of fall foliage will absolutely correct 
the unhoalthiness of all air that paaaee 
through it; and this is so well known 
in malarious districts and pestiferous 
swamps that it is relied upon to secure 
almost absolute immunity to the occu­ 
pant. 
When cut 'down, by persons 
who did not know what protection they 
were enjoying, tho most sudden fatality 
has followod. Tho streets of every 
town aro generators of malaria in bad 
if not the worst forms, and the low and 
crowded ones having bad and careless 
tenants can scarcely be breathed in on 
such summer nights as these, by por­ 
sons unused to them and sensitive to 
malaria. There is scarcely a conceiva­ 
ble form of gas from decaying substan­ 
ces which does not enter into the ag­ 
gregate of tho foul presence. 
Carbon­ 
ated,sulphuretted ami ammoniacal gases 
issue and mingle (ram every inch of 
surface, aiid the heat and bumitity pre­ 
dispose exery living person to so much 
of injur}’ as their presence and contagi­ 
on can affect. 
A row of close growing horse ches- 
nnts presents perhaps tho greatest 
amount of leaf surface for this purifica­ 
tion Which it is possible to get. The 
tree grows rapidly, and its large 
palmate leavos luxuriate on this very 
abundance of qnbreathable gases.— 
Many varieties of trees planted have no 
capacity to resist the chances of injury 
so numerous in a town, aud others are 
nuisances of themselves.

How to Make Indiai Whiskey and Get 
np an Indian War. 
A citizen of St. Haul furnishes somo 
pretty hard papers on his fellow-citi- 
zens who trade with the Northwestern 
Indians. Ho says a barrel of the “pure 
Cincinnati," even after it baa run the 
gauntlot of railroad, and lake travel, isa 
sufficient basis upon which to manufac­ 
ture one hundred barrels of “good Indi­ 
an liquor 1” He says a small bucketful 
of the Cincinnati article is poured into 
a washtub almost fhll of rainwater; a 
largo quantity of ¡“dog-leg,” tobacco 
and red pepper is then thrown into the 
tub ; a bitter species of root, common in 
“ the land of tne Dakotah,” is then cut 
and addod; burnt ’sugar or some such 
article is used to rostoro something liko 
the original color of the whiskey. Tho 
compound has to be kept on hand afow 
days before it is fit for nse. 
Is is then 
administered to the aborigines ad libit­ 
um. He says all an Indian wants is 
something that will¡ “ bite !” and it mat­ 
ters not whether it is pepper, rum or 
tobáceo; that he will givo forty acres 
of land for one doec. He says some of 
the speculators, when they wish to 
“ drive a bargain,” have only to admin­ 
ister this innocent.preparation to tho 
Chippowas and Sioux simultaneously, 
and they all start at once for their war 
dubs and tomahawks, and proceed to 
cleavo each other’s brains out.

Butter Making. 
We find in the Maino Farmer a Prize 
Essay by Mrs. H. Winchester, of Brew­ 
er, read before the Maine State Agricul­ 
tural Society, at Bangor, September, 
1857. It contains so much information 
on this subject, that we think its peru­ 
sal will benefit our readers : 
I have been practically acquainted 
with batter-making for more than 
twenty years, and nope 1 shall be ablo 
to give some plain directions for making 
good batter, which will be valudhle to 
young housewives; whilst those who 
know more abont it than I do, will be 
induced, by my example, to communi­ 
cate their knowledge to the public for 
the benefit of others. 
I believe it is as easy to make good 
butter as that of an inferior quality.— 
In the first place, to make good butter, 
wo roust have good milk. 
More de­ 
pends on the quality of tho milk than 
many would suppose. Some cows give 
richer milk than others. The cows 
wljich give poor milk should be sold to 
the butchers, and their places supplied 
with'good ones. 
Thoy should nave 
pure water, and rich grasses, or fodder, 
in abundance, because tho milk is flavor­ 
ed by tb'e food. Turnips, or garlic im­ 
part their peculiar taste to the milk, 
and so do all kinds of food on which 
tho cow feeds, though some taint it 
more than others. 
In winter, if cows 
are fed on poor hay, the milk will be 
poor, and the batter white and of an in­ 
ferior quality. Tbe excellence of Jane 
butter is owing to tho rich young grass­ 
es which are so abundant at that time. 
The farmer Bhonld see that his cows 
are supplied with the best of food, if be 
woold have good batter. Corn fodder, 
carrots, pumpkins, beets, and Indian 
meal, or shorts, are good for fall and 
wintor feeding. 
It is not necessary to say that the 
milk-room and dishes should be clean; 
for ail admit it. But every one does 
not know how important it is to have 
f 
iuro air iu the dairy-room—to see that 
t ia as far removed as possible from all 
impure odors, or anything that will 
taint the atmosphere, and thus injure 
the butter. The milk-room should be 
clean, cool, dry, airy, and well ventila­ 
ted. Flies may be excluded by a wire 
gauze screen in the windows. 
The 
temperature should range from thirty- 
five to sixty-five degrees, as cream sep­ 
arates best in a cool place. 
I find thut 
milk which is set to riso in a hot room, 
will very soon become sour, will not 
yield so much cream, and will make 
soft, oily batter, which will soon be­ 
come rancid. The dairy should front 
tbe North, and be shaded by treos so 
as to admit the light and air, but ex­ 
clude the suushino and the heat. 
I am now using “ Davis’ Patent 
World’s Fair Churn.”

it churns easily, and separates the bat

morning, I$hou work it ovitf thorough­ 
ly (but not long cnoogh to beat xk,or 
make it like» salve) and mix ia4fco 
ounces of white sugar to ten liw. of bat­ 
ter. If it is for present use, I make it 
into balls and stamp it. But if it is in­ 
tended to bo kept for winter, I put it 
down solid in stone jars, sprinkling » 
very littlo saltón the snrfneo, nndcov­ 
ering it with a thick fine cloth, put on 
tho lid, and placo the jar in a dry, coot 
place. I t is better to fill tho 
with 
one churning; but, if not7ahlu tO:4&|<>, 
pack in each churning solid, andcxcludo 
tho air till you get tho jar full. 
IF it is 
to be kept for a long while, or sent to 
sea, ponr a littlo melted butter over tho 
top of tho jar, before you put on tho 
cloth. 
I have put down buttor in tnis 
way in September, and kopt ft till the 
next Juno, os good as newly-ohurued 
butter. 
I t is very important to have good 
salt to use, for somo salt gives tbe bat­ 
ter an unpleasant taste, and prevents it 
from keeping well. 
I wish it to ifettp- 
ticed particularly that I do not wash 
my butter, nor allow any water, hot or 
cold, to be put with tho cream to rafee 
or lower tho tcniperatnro when I churn. 
It is very injurious to it. It washes 
out the flavor and sweetness from it, 
makes it insipid, and soon turns it ran­ 
cid. The water which romains in it, 
iujnres it more than tho buttorgiilk.— 
I do not believe it is possible to preserve 
batter well for uny length of timo that 
has been washed. Some ono should 
superintend tho dairy to seo that all is 
done os it should be.

Trees in the Street 


Few persons sufficiently consider the 


great sanitary value of trees in tho 
streets. Their aso is not for shade 
alone, and no greater error can bo com- 
mitted than to regard parks as mere 
play and shade grounds. 
They purify 


the whole atmosphere by the chemical 
action constantly'going on with their 
leaves, and a well planted park will 
cleanso half a dozen adjacent squares 
as effectually as a street filled with de- 
caying matter will poison its own vicin- 
ity. 


Tho theory of the purifying effects of 


tho leaves of trees !H old, 3 et important 
enough to bear restatement at least once 
a year. Tho leaf absorbs the carbon 
and rccombines the ammonia of half 
purifying gases, and at the same time 
gives out oxygen, in which the local at- 
mosphere is deficient. 
A vigorous tree 


of full foliago will absolutely correct 
the unhealthiness of all air that passes 
through it; and this is so well known 
in malarious districts and pestiferous 
swamps that it is relied upon to secure 
almost absolute immunity to the occu- 
pant. 
When cut down, by persons 


who did not know what protection they 
wore enjoying, the most sudden fatality 
has followed. 
The stioets of every 


town arc generators of malaria in bad 
if not the worst forms, and tho low and 
crowded ones having bad and careless 
tenants can scarcely be breathed in on 
such summer nights as these, by per- 
sons unused to them and sensitive to 
malaria. There is scarcely a conceiva- 
ble form of gas from decaying substan- 
ces which does not enter info tho ag- 
gregate of tbo foul presence.

ponds on the quality of Iho milk than 
many would suppose. Some cows give 
richer milk than others. The cows 
which give poor milk should bo sold to 
the butcher?, and their places supplied 
with good ones. 
They should have 


pure water, and rich grasses, or fodder, 
in -ibuiulanee, because the milk is flavor- 
ed by Iho food. Turnips or garlic im- 
part their poouliar tasto to the milk, 
and so do all kinds of food on which 
the cow feeds, though some taint it 
more than others. In winter, if cows 
arc fed on poor hay, tho milk will bo 
poor, and the butter white and of an in- 
ferior quality. The excellence of June 
butter is owing to tho rich young grass- 
es which arc so abundant at that time. 
Tho farmer should sec that his cows 
arc supplied with tho best of food, if ho 
would havo good butter. Corn fodder, 
carrots, pumpkins, boots, and Indian 
meal, or shorts, are g'K>d for fall and 
winter feeding. 


It is not necessary to say that tho 


milk-room and dishes should bo clean ; 
for all admit it. But every ono does 
not know how important it is to have 
pure air in the dairy-room—to see that 
it is as far removed as possible from all 
impure odors, or su^tliing that will 
taint the atmosphere, and thus injure 
Iho butter. Tho milk-room should be

But if it is in- 
tended to be kept for winter, 1 put it 
down solid in stone jars, sprinkling a 
very little sal ton ttie surface, and cov- 
ering it with a thick fine cloth, put on 
the lid, and place tho jar in a dry, cnol 
place. It is better to fill tho jar with 
one churning; but, if no?able to do so, 
pack in each cli iiriiinif solid, and cxcludo 
the air till you gut the jar full. 
If it is 


to be kept for a long while, or sent to 
sea, pour a little incited butter over the 
top of the jar, before you put on tho 
cloth. 1 have put down butter in Inis 
way in September, nnd !;upt it til! tho 
next June, as good as newly-churned 
buitcr. 


It is very important to havo good 


salt to use, for some salt grvus the but- 
ter an unpleasant taste, and prevents it 
from keeping well. 1 wish it to be no- 
ticed particularly that I do not wash 
my butter, nor allow any water, hot or 
cold, to be put with the cream to raiso 
or lower the tcinpcraturc when I churn. 
It is very injurious to it. It washes 
out tho flavor and sweetness from it, 
niakcs it insipid, and noon turns it ran- 
cid. The water which remains in it, 
injures it more than the buttermilk.— 
I do not believe it is possible to prcscrvo 
butter well for any length of time that 
has been washed. Some one should 
superintend tho dairy to see that all ID 
done as it should be.

Hay Making. 


Professor Pallas describes a little ani- 


mal called the rat hare, which inhabits 
tho moist and gloomy forests of the 
Altaic mountains of Siberia. This ani- 
mal is sometimes solitary, at others 
numbers congregate in a common dwel- 
ling. About the middle of August they 
begin the collection of their winter 
stoies of food. 
With this purpose they 


bring together and spread out on some 
sunny rock near their chosen habitation 
several varieties of nutritious grasses. 
These are cured in the sun, and, in tho 
month of September, the hay thus made 
is put into ono or more stacks under 
some sheltering rock. These stacks 
are often eight feet in diameter and six 
feet in height. A subterranean gallery 
is then constructed loading from their 
burrow to the centre of tho haystack. 
Thus, however deep the winter's snow, 
they have an uninterrupted and covered 
path-way to their store of food. Pallas 
found onpaticntandcareful examination 
of the hay that it consisted of the choi- 
cest aromatic herbs cut when most vigorous, 
free from flowers or ears of seed, or hard 
wobdy stems, and dried so slowly as to form 
a green and succulent food. Can't our 
farmers learn from these Siberian hay 
makers ?

I find that 
milk which is set to rise in a hot room, 
will very soon become sour, will not 
yield so much cream, and will make 
soft, oily butter, which will soon bo- 
come rancid. Tho dairy should front 
tho North, and be shaded by troes so 
as to admit the light and air, but ex- 
clude the sunshine and tho boat. 


I am now using " Davis" Patent 


World's Fair Churn." 1 liko it bccauxo 
it churns easily, and separates the but- 
ter from tho milk quicker and casior 
than any oilier riuirn [ know of. Tho 
churn should not bo soaked over night. 
Put in a quart of boiling water, churn 
it ono minute, then draw it off and pour 
in a pailful of cold \\atcr lo remain in 
tho churn for five minutes, anil your 
churn is ready for use. 
As soon as you 


have done with it, wash it well, dry it, 
and put it in a dry place. Churning 
should bo done early in the morning, 
wl.ilo it is cool. Rapid churning is not 
the best; but if the cream is acid, and 
of the right tcnipcraturo, it will require 
less than, half an hour. 


Tho temperature of tho cream to 


churn best, should bo sixty-two degrees. 
Cream must bo slightly acid before it 
will make butter; and in cool weather 
it must be put in a warm place for that 
purpose. I never scald m^millc, or 
cream, because it gives the butter a 
flavor which I do not like, and it is use- 
lots labor. I use tin pans to sot my 
milk,, because they are light to handle, 
and are easily kept sweet and clean.— 
Milk should be skimmed before it be- 
comes acid in the toast degree. The 
first cream that rises is the host, both in 
flavor and in color. 
Tho milk should 


not bo set more than twenty-four hours, 
and it is better if bkimmed in twelve 
hours, as what lutle might bo lost in' 
quantity would be gained in quality.— 
Recently I measured out sixteen gallons 
of milk,*set it twonty-fourJiouM, skim- 
mod nine quarts of cream from it, and 
churned oino pounds of butter,—thus 
obtaining nine ounces of butter from a 
gallon of milk. The cream should bo 
kept in stone or glassjars, or well glaz- 
ed or enameled ware,*as the acid cor- 
rodes common coar.so glazing, and it 
imparts poison to tho cream. Too 
much caro cannot be taken to have our 
food free from mineral poisons. 
1 wish 


our house-wives understood this matter 
better than they do. Tho cream should 
not bo covered except by a gauze, which 
will not exclude tho air. I put an 
ounce of fine salt into a three-gallon jar 
when I begin to fill it with creain, and 
stir tho cream well, morning and oven- 
ing. 
It should not !>o kept mo^ro than 


a week.

The bait offered to thc Americans is

proper laws to protect us from tbe introduction 
of foreign criminals in our midst, by returning 
them at once to places from whence they lia\c 
been shipped to our shores. 


This is not much for a party that has 


carried upon its banners tho proud and 
defiant motto, "Americans shall rule 
America," but wo suppose it was con- 
sidered sufficient by tho leaders of that 
party.
